Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  nry  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1959. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  and  the  health 
of  the  district,  in  general,  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

The  number  of  births  registered  were  eight  more,  and  the  number  of 
deaths  registered  were  five  fewer  than  in  1958. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  the  completion  and  operation  of  the 
first  stage  of  the  comprehensive  water  scheme,  and  the  commencement  on  the 
schemes  for  sewering  the  principal  villages  in  the  district. 

The  total  number  of  permanent  houses  built  was  twenty -five  more  than 
in  1958,  but  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses 
increased  by  thirty-six.  There  is  still  no  difficulty  in  finding  urgent 
cases  for  rehousing  especially  in  the  parishes  of  Wool,  Wareham  St.  Martin 
and  Lytchett  Minster. 

After  twenty  years  in  office  accommodation  which  was  unsuitable  and 
inconvenient  not  only  for  the  staff  but  for  the  public  who  had  to  visit  the 
office,  this  report  comes  from  the  new  office  accommodation  at  the  County 
Council’s  Health  Centre,  Swanage,  which  was  occupied  in  November,  1959.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

By  the  time  this  report  appears  the  Council's  Water  Undertaking  will  have 
come  under  the  control  of  the  newly  formed  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board. 

Although  the  Council  readily  agreed  to  the  formation  of  the  new  Water  Board 
it  was  not,  I  am  sure,  without  a  tinge  of  regret  that  they  saw  the  undertaking 
pass  from  their  control,  for  the  Council  had  during  the  past  20  years  or  so 
surmounted  a  whole  gamut  of  frustrations  ranging  from  war  time  restrictions  and 
abortive  boring  at  the  outset  to  delays  in  agreements,  reluctant  consents,  and 
credit  squeeze  in  later  years,  in  bringing  their  main  comprehensive  scheme  to 
a  point  where  the  first  stage  of  the  scheme  was  completed  before  the  date  of 
take  over. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  sources  of  water  supply  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  The  first  stage  of  the  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  district  was 
completed  and  the  supply  to  Bovington  Camp  was  commenced  in  June.  The  Council 
continued  to  supply  the  Atomic  Energy  Establishment,  Winfrith.  New  water 
supplies  were  also  brought  into  operation  in  the  Cold  Harbour  and  Harmans  Cross 
areas  of  the  district. 

Samples  of  water  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year 
totalled  118.  59  samples  were  taken  from  public  supplies,  8  from  private 

estate  supplies  and  51  from  private  wells  and  springs.  The  results  of 
bacteriological  examinations  of  the  samples  are  given  on  page  5. 

95  per  cent  of  samples  from  public  supplies,  87.5  per  cent  of  samples  from 
private  estate  supplies  and  40  per  cent  of  samples  from  private  wells  and 
springs  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  Where  samples  from  public  and  private 
estate  supplies  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory  the  result  was  in  no  case  found 
to  be  due  to  pollution  of  the  water  supply.

The  parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  Lytchett  Matravers;  so  much  of  the 
parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north  of  an  imaginary  straight  line  commencing 
at  the  most  westerly  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Lytchett  Matravers  and  running 
in  a  direction  west  by  north  terminating  at  the  southernmost  extremity  of  the 
parish  of  Sturminster  Marshall,  and  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Wareham  St,  Martin 
as  lies  to  the  east  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  200  yards  to 
the  west  of  the  main  road  from  Blandford  to  Wareham.

Main  Comprehensive  Scheme 

The  Briantspuddle  pumping  station  was  completed  in  June  thus  the  first 
stage  of  the  scheme  was  completed  which  includes  the  2  m.g.  reservoir  on 
Blackhill,  15”  main  from  Briantspuddle  to  Blackhill,  18"  and  15"  main  to 
East  Burton  and  9"  and  6"  main  to  Bovington  Camp. 

The  Atomic  Energy  Establishment  at  Winfrith  has  used  about  2  million 
gallons  per  month,  and  since  June  Bovington  Camp  has  been  supplied  with 
7  million  gallons  of  water  per  month. 

The  total  output  from  the  new  pump  at  Briantspuddle  has  averaged 
approximately  11  million  gallons  per  month. 
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Village  District  Schemes 

These  are  schemes  for  the  supply  of  water  from  local  sources  until 
water  becomes  available  from  the  main  B  riant  spuddle  source,  and  are 
planned  so  that  the  greater  part  of  the  installation  and  distributing 
mains  can  be  used  when  the  main  comprehensive  scheme  is  developed. 
Schemes  have  already  been  completed  for  supplying  Church  Knowle, 
Bloxworth,  Morden,  Winfrith,  Stoborough,  Ridge,  Acton,  Harmans  Cross 
and  Cold  Harbour  areas, 

Harmans  Cross 

In  this  scheme  the  water  is  to  be  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Swan  age 
Urban  District  Council’s  supply  via  the  Rural  District  Council’s 
reservoir  at  Acton,  Work  was  completed  in  May  and  comprised  some 
4,400  yards  of  4"  and  5&0  yards  of  3"  main.  Services  have  been  laid 
to  about  113  properties. 

Wool 

In  this  scheme  water  will  be  taken  from  the  Council’s  main  from 
Briantspuddle  to  the  Atomic  Energy  Establishment,  Winfrith,  to  supply 
the  village  of  Wool.  The  Contract  for  the  first  stage  of  the  Wool 
scheme  was  signed,  but  to  date  progress  has  been  restricted  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  incorporated  in  the  same  contract. 

Cold  Harbour 

This  is  a  scheme  to  take  water  in  bulk  from  the  Wareham  Borough 
Council's  supply  for  distribution  in  the  Cold  Harbour  are®.  The  scheme 
came  into  operation  in  November  and  comprises  some  3 ,600  yards  of  3" 
main  and  a  small  booster  station. 

Studland 

This  scheme  is  still  in  abeyance. 

Public  Piped  Supplies 

Acton  and  Harmans  Cross  from  a  bulk  supply  taken  from  Swanage  Urban 
District  Council’s  supply. 

Affpuddle,  Turners  Puddle,  Bere  Regis,  Bovington  Camp  and  the  Atomic 
Energy  Establishment,  Winfrith,  from  the  Briantspuddle  source.  This 
water  is  derived  from  a  deep  bore  in  the  chalk  at  Briantspuddle  and 
is  chlorinated.  Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have 
proved  satisfactory. 

Bestwall  area  and  a  few  houses  at  Worgret  from  the  Wareham  Borough 
Council ' s  supply . 

Cold  Harbour  is  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with  water 
purchased  in  bulk  from  Wareham  Borough  Council’s  supply. 

Church  Knowle,  Bloxworth,  Morden.  Winfrith,  each  supplied  from  local 
sources  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Mat  ravers  from  the  Swanage  Urban  District 
Counc il ’ s  supply . 

Stoborough  and  Ridge  are  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with 
water  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council. 

Upton.  Lytchett  Minster,  Lytchett  Matravers,  Organford  and  Sandford 
from  the  Poole  Corporation  supply. 

West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Keynes  from  the  Lulworth  Castle 
Estate  supply. 

These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  both  with 
regard  to  quantity  and  quality. 
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Privately  Owned 

Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  and 
the  water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Kingston,  Kimmeridge  and  Wool  village  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies 
from  surface  springs.  The  water,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston 
supply  which  is  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  the  results  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies 
are  variable. 

Studland  Village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on 
neighbouring  heathland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  give 
consistent  highly  satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water 
available  is  very  limited  and  shortage  is  experienced  during  summer 
months . 

There  has  been  no  major  alteration  to  the  source  of  supply  in  these 

areas  during  the  year. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies 

The  classification  adopted  in  the  following  tables  is  based  on  the 
suggestions  for  the  classification  of  water  contained  in  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Report  71  on  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water  supplies.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  progress  is  now  being 
made  with  the  sewering  of  the  principal  villages  in  the  district.  Work 
commenced  on  the  Upton  and  Wool  schemes  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  due  course  the  villages  of  Corfe  Castle,  Bere  Regis  and  Studland 
will  be  sewered. 

There  are  main  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  of  West  Lulwojrth, 
Langton  Matravers  and  Bri  ant  spuddle,  and  in  the  Sandford  and  Bestwall 
areas  of  the  parish  of  Wareham  St.  Martin.  Where  there  are  no  public 
sewerage  systems  the  Council’s  housing  estates  in  the  various  parishes 
have  their  own  small  sewage  disposal  units.  The  majority  of  the  newer 
houses  in  the  district  have  cesspool  drainage  and  the  Council  maintains 
a  cesspool  emptying  service.  Many  of  the  older  cottage  properties  have 
pail  closet  sanitation. 

Sewerage  Schemes 

Upton 

Work  commenced  on  this  scheme  in  August  and  progress  was  fairly 
good  in  view  of  the  weather,  and  altogether  about  2C%  of  the  contract 
was  finished  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Wool 

The  construction  of  the  sewage  disposal  plant  began  at  the  end  of 
October  and  was  about  15%  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

Sandford 

The  Sandford  sewerage  was  extended  in  October  when  140  yards  of  6” 
diameter  sewer  was  laid. 

Langton  Matravers 

The  Council  have  accepted  a  tender  for  laying  sewers  in  Arundel 
Terrace  and  Tom’s  Field  which  is  an  extension  of  the  village  sewerage 
system.  Ministry  approval  was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Corfe  Castle 

A  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village  which  was  the  subject  of  a 
Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  in  1 947  has  been  in  abeyance .  It  is  hoped 

that  a  revised  up-to-date  scheme  will  be  submitted  in  the  near  future 
for  the  necessary  approvals. 

Public  Conveniences 

Corfe  Castle 

The  Rural  District  Council  provided  a  public  convenience  in  1  951  to 
meet  the  need  of  tourists  visiting  this  village. 

Lulworth  Cove 

Conveniences  are  provided  at  Lulworth  Cove  by  the  Owner  of  the  beach 
to  meet  the  need  of  visitors. 

Studland 

Conveniences  are  provided  at  both  ends  of  the  beach  by  the  Owner  to 
meet  the  needs  of  visitors.  The  Council  converted  the  old  telephone 
exchange  into  public  conveniences  in  the  village  area  and  were  open  to 
the  public  in  August  1958.

Remarks: 

The  West  Lulworth  sewage  which  is  untreated  is  discharged  into  the  sea  in 
the  deep  water  to  the  west  of  Lulworth  Cove.  Sandford  sewage  is  treated  by 
sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent  filtration;  the  effluent  is  discharged 
into  the  River  Piddle.  Bestwall  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the 
adjoining  Wareham  Borough  Sewer.  Langton  Matravers  sewage  is  discharged 
untreated  into  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  sewerage  system. 

Briantspuddle  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent 
filtration;  the  effluent  ultimately  reaches  the  River  Piddle.

House  Refuse 


A  fortnightly  collection  was  maintained  with  increasing  difficulty  due  to 
the  number  of  buildings  being  erected  throughout  the  district.  However,  a  new 
refuse  collection  vehicle  is  on  order  and  delivery  is  expected  in  the  near  future. 


The  refuse  of  the  whole  district  is  disposed  of  in  a  large  disused  gravel 
pit  on  an  uninhabited  heathland  site;  there  has  been  no  complaint  of  nuisance 
or  rat  infestation  arising  from  the  site.

From  January  to  August  a  series  of  weekly  visits  was  made  to  the  watercress 
beds  within  the  district  and  samples  taken  of  both  the  cress  and  the  water 
supplying  the  beds.  All  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  analysis  and  a  summary  of  the  results  is  set 
out  in  the  following  table.  The  results  of  the  sampling  bear  out  the  remarks 
made  in  last  year's  report,  that  it  does  not  seem  possible  to  lay  down  rigid 
bacteriological  standards  for  watercress  or  the  water  in  which  it  is  grown. 
Provided  the  water  at  the  source  of  supply  to  the  cress  beds  is  of  the 
bacteriological  standard  of  a  reasonable  good  well  water,  and  in  the  absence  of 
any  obvious  sources  of  pollution  and  with  reasonable  methods  of  handling,  undue 
importance  should  not  be  attached  to  occasional  high  B.  coli  counts  obtained 
from  watercress  exposed  for  sale.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
during  1959.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  acute  poliomyelitis  or  food  poisoning 
was  notified.  Deaths  due  to  notifiable  infectious  disease  were  -  one 
from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  ten  due  to  pneumonia.  Influenza,  not  a 
notifiable  infectious  disease,  was  the  cause  of  eight  deaths  compared  with 
three  in  1  958. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty-three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  compared  with  five  in 
the  previous  year  and  this  figure  is  the  highest  for  some  years.  The  infection 
appears  to  have  been  relatively  mild  and  no  case  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  cough 

Nine  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with  twenty-seven  in 
1958.  The  severity  and  complications  of  this  distressing  disease  of  young 
children  appears  to  have  markedly  declined  in  recent  years.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  reduction  in  cases  of  this  disease  will  remain  permanent  as  the  result 
of  the  number  of  children  being  immunised  at  an  early  age. 

Measles 

Three  hundred  and  fifteen  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  This  disease 
remains  relatively  mild  and  in  no  case  was  the  illness  so  severe  as  to 
render  admission  to  hospital  necessary.

Seven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  15  in  the 
previous  year. 

Immunisation 

Schemes  for  immunisation  are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  County 
Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres,  and  by  the  family  doctors. 

Immunisation  against  smallpox  is  carried  out  by  the  family  doctors. 

Immunisation  with  B.C.G-.  of  the  older  age  group  children,  is  carried  out 
at  schools  in  the  area  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

In  the  case  of  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis,  special  sessions  at 
schools  and  evening  sessions  are  arranged  when  necessary. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was  expanded  to  include 
all  ages  up  to  26  years,  and  also  to  provide  for  a  third  dose  of  vaccine  not 
less  than  seven  months  after  the  second  injection. 

In  addition,  priority  groups  include  medical  practitioners  and  families, 
ambulance  workers,  expectant  mothers  and  nurses.
